London, June 13.— Sir Edward Grey, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Foreign Oi- 
fice, replying to a question In tho Houao of 
Commons to-day Baid that tho government) 
of Canada was awuro that legislation was 
nocesaary to replace tho Bohring Sea act 
which oxpiroa on Juno .'SO, and Bomo timo 
ago it furnished to tho Imporial government 
its views respecting tho auiemlmonto it do- 
Birod. Thoao views had been oarofully con- 
sidered and tho government had tried, in 
tho Behring Sea bill juBt introduced, to 
moot them in substance. 

Tho PoatmaBtor General, Rt. Hon. 
Arnold Morloy, in anewor to a queation, an- 
nounced that tho Earl of Jersey's report 
respecting tho mail queation dlsoussod at 
tho Ottawa conforenco, wae still under con- 
sideration by tho Inter-coloulal committee, 
whose deliberations will neoessarily bo pro- 
tracted au it has many matters beforo it 
which aro of the highest importance to In- 
dia and Australia. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai Bays a 
romnant of tho famous black Qaga Is en- 
trenched at Chung Wa, island of Formosa, 
and theso Chinese warriors are oxpected to 

ako a determined stand against the Jap- 
anese who are taking possession of the 
island according to tho terms, of tho treaty 
of peace. This spooiai dispatch also Bays a 
British gunboat has been ordorod to the 
Yung Tse Kiang, due to tho probability of 
troublo there. In conclusion the Shanghai 
dispatch Bays tho Chinese ministers at Pekin 
bold the offioials of Cheng Tu responsible 
for part of the outrages ugsinBt the foreign 
missionaries there. 

The Transvaal troops under Gonoral Gou- 
bert havo routed tho rebels, whoBO Chief, 
Magooba, was killed after severe lighting. 
The rebolllon in Zouthpansberg is ended. 
The campaign against tho rebellious tribes 
has lasted only about a month. The insur- 
rection was precipitated by tho paramount 
Chief, Mugato, dismissing tho TranBvaal 
commission from his country. Tho Maka- 
tose tribes subBcqusntly massed at their 
vsrioui strongholds, being armed with mod- 
orn rifloa which thoy obtained from the ad- 
jacent Portuguese ooast territory. It was 
expeoted that the quelling of the insurrec- 
tion would take a six months' campaign. 

AdvlcoB received from tho island of 
Madagaso&r say that the advance guard of 
the French expedition forced the passage of 
the Bctslboka on Juno 9 and captured 
Mestat&nano, whereupon tho Hovas re- 
treated whon the French began shelling 
thorn. Only two French soldiers were 
wounded, but the troops are suffering from 
t!ie climate, 

EI Porvenlr, of Carthagona, Colombia, 
considers tho sole guarantee by the United 
States of the neutrality of the Isthmus 
dangerous, and urges that one be formed 
with Franoe. It alBO advooates forts at the 
ends of the Nicaragua canal, manned by 
Colombian forces. The paper exprosses lo- 
self as boing alarmed at lato ovents in 
Nicaragua. 

Tho Japanese have made a peaceful occu- 
pation of Tamsui and Taipehfu, In tho island 
of Formosa. Thoy are administering the 
customs, and trade ia resumed. No further 
trouble was encountered. 

The Chinese loan is quoted in London at, 
por cent, premium on tho Paris bourse. 
It is taken by four Russian banks. From a 
polltloal point of viow the loan formB a dan- 
gerouB precedent, as it gives Russia a finan- 
cial hold over China whioh it will be diffi- 
cult to break off. 

Tho German government has closed tho 
Marioburg asylum, which waB tho scene of 
tho scandals brought out by the trial of 
Herr Malagoo for libol, and has ordorod the 
triul for perjury of tho two lay brothers who 
aro aoouand of responsibility for tho abuse of 
the inmates. 

Tho I).iily News correspondent at Vienna 
telegraphs that the coalition of tho Gorman 
Liberals, the Polish and tho Conaervativo 
parties, upen whioh tho Windischgraot z 
cabinet was formed, has oollapBod by the 
secession of tho German Liberals. Two of 
the Liberal miniatora of finance and of com- 
merce have been compollod to resign. Tho 
position of tho ministry is precarious. 

A diBpatch from Constantinople says it is 
stated that tho sultan's health has Buffered 
on account of his anxiety over the Armenian 
question and othoi difficulties and that 
Bymptoms of paralysis have appeared. 

A St. PoterBbugh diBpatoh to the TimoB 
sayB : Tho Czir and Czarina reoelvod tho 
Armenian Catholicos yesterday with groat 
ceremony at tho palace and accepted their 
potition for tho redress of Armenian wrongs 
graciously. 

It is roportod that Grand Duko Goorgo of 
RusBla, tho Czarowitch, baa but one lung re- 
maining. Tho physicians iu attendance do- 
olare that a oataatropho Ib inevitable, 
though they aro unable to say how far his 
life may bo prolonged. 

Tho financial articio in tho Daily Nowa 
soys it is reported tho dlrootora of tho Bank 
of England talk of reducing tho bank rato 
to U. 

In tho lowor houBo of tho Wurtomburg 
diet yesterday Dr. Von Rieoko, ministor of 
fioanco, explicitly doolared that tho govern- 
ment was convinced that any attempt to 
meddlo with the curroncy would oauso tho 
danger of a moBt aoriouB revolution in econo- 
mic and financial aiFaira, and aa none of the 
proposala made for raising tho prico of silver 
while adhoring to gold currency can be 
doomed likoly to attain tho obj-jct aimed at, 
tho government waB opposed to calling an 
international oonforonco. Tho lower houBo 
thereupon, by a voto of 4D to 24, adoptod a 
motion requesting tho government to use its 
inlluonoo in tho Bundosrath to rotain gold 
currency. Tho Times' correspondent Bays : 
" It is hopod this decision will be imitated 
by tho other federal govornmouts, and as 
Chancellor Von Hohonloho only promised to 
cull a oonforonoo if all tho federal states 
agreed to auoh a course, it bolioveB Wurtom- 
burg's refusal will provent conference." 

Tho Princo of WaloB will presido at tho 
opening of tho International Railway Con- 
gross at the Imporial Institute on tho 26th 
instant. Thore will bo present roproBenta- 
tlvoa of more than 300 000 miloB of railways, 
and tho oongross promises to bo tbo largest 
and most Important aonferenco of railway 



officials over held. A large number of oare 
fully prepared papers will bo presented and 
discuaaed. Three days following the open 
ing of tho congress will be devoted to tho 
inspection of English railways. Thero is 
also to be an exhibition of English railway 
appliances, 

Lorenzo Dow Covington, the Amerioan 
who had been pronounoed a dangerous luna- 
tic and confined <n an asylum for threutoning 
to throw vitriol over Cardinal Vaughan, is a 
native of Kontuoky. 

Tho Bank of Eoglund'B weekly statemont 
shows the following changes : Total resorve 
inoroaso, £968,000 ; circulation doorcase, 
£592,000 ; bullion increase, £375,852 ; other 
Becuritios, IncroaBO, £90,000 ; other deposits 
increase, £173,000 ; notes resorve IncroaBO, 
£940 000 ; government securities increaso, 
£10,000 

The Times makes the assertion tnat the 
Russo-Chinoso loan contract specifically 
recognizes the priority of existing silver and 
gold loauB ovor its claims on ;.he customB 
rovenuo, and also provides that in the 
event of any future loan being secured 
on tho Chinese revenues, apart from cus- 
toms, tho present loan shall also 
bo givon a lien on those £G,000,- 
000 of tho loan are assigned to tho 
Russian syndicate and the remainder to the 
French [syndicate, with a provision by 
which £2,000,000 may bo assigned to the 
Rothschilds in Germany or England. Tho 
Byndicato obtains the loan at 94 and Bolls ib 
at 98J, thuB China will only got £15,000,000. 

Tho Belgian ohambor of deputies to day 
adoptod a duty of two franca on Hour and 
four francs on oatmeal. 

The MerBey dook board has adoptod a 
proposal for the roduotion of rateB and dueB 
amounting to £20,000 annually on shipping 
aod £23,080 on general goods, in which 
wheat is Included. The cotton dues aro 
not reduced. 

The correspondent of the Times at St. 
Petersburg, under date of Juno 11, with re- 
ference to tho Russo-Japanese commercial 
treaty, sayn : " Although rumora have boon 
ourront regarding the special clauses 
of the treaty, and tho parti- 
cular advantages for Russian petroleum, 
In the Japanese market. I understand that 
tho treaty is identioal with tho Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty with respect to tho most favor- 
ed nation clause, bo that thero can bo no 
privllegea whioh other countries treating 
with Japan on tho eamo basis will not 
enjoy. 

MANITOBA'S REPLY. 

The Government Cannot Accept the Respon- 
sibility of Carryinc Oat tho Terms 
of the Bemedial Order. 

Winnipeg, Juno 13.— (Special)— Tho ro- 
ply of the Manitoba government to the Do- 
minion government's order rcspoating sopar- 
ato schools was presented in the legislature 
to-day in the form of a notice of motion by 
Attorney-General Sifton. The provlnoo re- 
fuses to comply with the remedial order, 
setting forth at length the reasons therefor. 
The throe principal clauses of the reply 
read: "The privileges by said order 
we are commanded to restore to onr 
Roman Catholic fellow citizens are sub- 
stantially tan eamo privilege which they en- 
joyed previous to the year 1890. Com- 
pliance with terrriB of the order would re- 
store to tho Catholics separate schools with 
no more satisfactory guarautoo for their 
efficiency than existed prior to the said date. 
Tho education policy embodied in our pres- 
ent statutes was adopted after an 
examination of the results of the 
policy theretoforo followed, under whioh 
the Roman Catholio sohools now 
■ought to be restored, had existed for 
a period of upwards of nlnetoon years. The 
Baid schools wore found to bs inefficient. As 
oonduotod under the Roman Catholio sec- 
tion of the board of education they did not 
possess tho attributes of modern publlo 
achoola. Their conduct, management and 
regulations wore dtfootive. Ao the result 
of leaving a large section of the population 
with no hotter meanB of education than 
was thus supplied, many people grow up in a 
state of illiteracy. So far aj we aro aworo 
there has never boon an abtompt made to 
defend theBO sohools on thoir merits. And 
we do nob know of any ground upon whioh 
the expenditure of public money in their 
s.ipporr could bo justified. We ure, there- 
fore, compelled to respeotfully state to Your 
Excellency in Council that wo cannot acoopt 
tho responsibility of carrying into tffcctj the 
terms of tho remedial order, 

Tho houso adjourned until to-morrow, 
but it is not oxpected a debate on tho Bub- 
jeot will tako placo until Monday, whon 
Premior Greonway will bo present. 

INDEMNITY WANTED. 

The United States Will Demand Compensa- 
tion for the Missionaries In China. 

Washington City, June 13.— Tho con- 
firmation of tho roports that American mis- 
sionary property in China has beon do- 
abroyod makes It probablo that tho United 
States government will require China to 
make suitable indemnity whon tho faotB aro 
officially OBtR.bllshod. A precodent for Buch 
rocomponso was made when tho United 
States paid China a considerable amount for 
mob depredations on Chinoso in the far 
Northwost. Tho roports of destruction of 
miBBion proporty In China vary. Ib is said 
that tho indemnity askod will cover not only 
the actual damage and losa to American 
missionaries, but also a sum as recompense 
for tho indignltloB offered.

DIRECT TAXATION. 

New South Wales Will Adopt This In Plaee 
of Many of the Customs DutlcB. 

Sydney, N.S.W., Juno 13 — The aBBombly 
haa puaaod on its second roading the cus- 
toms bill which abolishes tho duties imposed 
in 1891 und virtually oatablUhes free trade. 

Direct taxation will tako tho placo of the 
duties repealed. This will oonaiat of a land 
tax of Id. in tho £1 (with certain exemptions) 
and an income tax of 6d. in tho £1 on in- 
comes over £300 ; theao to go into effect on 
tho 1st of July. In a year honco thore is 
to bo an inoroaso In tho succession and logacy 
duties, whioh now aro from ono to fivo per 
oent. without exemptions. All tho ad 
valorem dutioB are to bo abolished from 
30th June, 1895. A year lator tho greater 
Dumber of tho old spoclfio duties aro to dis- 
appear, whilo otherB will be gradually 
Ioworod. Candlos, whioh now pay l^d. per 
lb., will bo reduced hi. on 30th June, 1895, 
and id. on 30th Juno, 189G and 1897. 
Kerosone, now paying Gd. por gallon, is to 
bo roduood 3d. por gallon on 30th June, 
1896, and 3d. on 30th Juno, 1897. Sugar 
will oontinuo to pay £5 per ton for two 
yoars mors, and then each yoar will bo ro- 
ducod £1 until froo. Tho duty of £1 por 
ton on Bait will remain for ono yoar. The 
duty on broadBtuffs will romain in force un- 
til 30th Soptombor, 1895.

HENRY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

A Partial Abatement of tha late Extraordin- 
ary Activity in Investments 
Very Possible. 

In his circular, dated New York, Juno 3, 
Henry Clews says that this is scarcely a 
time for expecting any groat rovival of ac- 
tivity. Nevertheless, there seems to bo 
little probability that tho preparations for 
the season of recreation will bo attended by 
any important sagging of priceB. Holders 
are siuguine about the future, and hope for 
higher prioss after due relaxation and when 
the improved national conditions have had 
two or three months of further devolopmonl ; 
and they are therefore in no mood to accept 
lower prices as a consequence of lightening 
their load. They also soe a proBpvct of Im- 
proved railroad earnings and of settlements 
of bankrupt roids during the summer, cal- 
culated to maintain prices should thoy 
choose to carry their stocks, whioh their 
largo speculative profits would well enable 
them to do. 

Tho aspect of uffaira in Europe is becom- 
ing atoadily more assuring. The revival of 
business which has set it on this side of tho 
Atlantic has its counterpart among tho 
commercial natlona on tho other side. The 
only cloud that overhangs tho horizon ia a 
possible reaction in tho mass of African min- 
ing stocks that havo boen so largely inflated. 
This is an element that may be properly 
watched, and yet it probably portonds uo 
immodlato disturbance. 

It Is very clear from tho eagerness with 
which now Issues are taken in Eaglund, 
Gormany and Holland, aa well aa on thiB 
market, that, during tho last five years of 
business roaction, a vast amount of capital 
haB beon hold baok from investment until 
tho timoB looked moro propitious. The 
roadinoss with which now investments are 
now taken is plain evidenco of a 
broad and positive rovival of credit. That 
recovery means a roiuf oroement of all tho 
forces of industry and entorprlso and the 
beginning of another doaado of unlvorsal 
prosperity. Reinforced, as that rovival 
will bo, by tho most advancod mothodB of 
production, this coming ten years may be 
expected to surpass everything in the 
world'a experience in the way of industrial 
progress and oommorclal expansion. 

Trio outlook has its valuo as affording a 
groundwork confidence for the future larger 
employments of o*pital. For the immediato 
future, however, it is not unlikely that 
thoro may bo a partial abatement of tho late 
extraordinary activity in inveBtmontB.

Hon. Mr. Foster's Eloquent Review 
of the Career of Camilla's 
Greatest Statesman. 



The Broad Lines and Lessons of the 
Life of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. 



The following is tho magnificent oration 
delivored by Hon. G. E. Foster, Finance 
Minister of the Dominion and loader of tho 
House of Commons, on the ocoaBion of the 
unveiling of the monument in Montreal to 
the memory of the late Sir John A. Muc- 
donald : 

Hon. Mr. Foster said : I never felt so 
desirous of following a good oxamplo in my 
life bb I do at this moment, viz the almost 
too great brovlty set by His Excellency and 
the Premier of the Dominion, who have just 
addreiBod you. On bho other, hand I am 
told by the Indefatigable seoretary of the 
committoe not to bo too extraordinarily 
brief, und ae I feel ab proaent I have a 
greater droad of tho inedfatiguable secretary 
than of the higher political powers. (Laugh- 
tor.) I must aok this audionce, although 
not to liBten to a very long addreBB, to at 
least give mo thoir undivided attontion, aa 
nearly us ihoy can, for ten or fifteen min- 
utes. In the first place, I dosiro to oorgrotu- 
lato tho chairman and gentlemen who have 
beon so public spirited us to take the steps 
that have eveuiuated in tho erection of the 
proBent magnificent monumont of tho chief- 
tain, whom we all loved, and whom we all 
admirod. (Applause.) This is a fitting 
place for Bueh a monumont to bo orocted, 
and, ulthough Montreal's provorbial enter- 
prise was not uutii .-ient this time to bring it 
out ahoud of all, iho Ambitious City having 
unveiled ita monument a, few months in ad- 
vance, this is but tho one exception that 
pruves tho rule, and it goos to establish 
what I havo called tho proverbial spirit of 
enterprise of the citizens of Montreal. 

Now, sir, tho next thing 1 wish to do it to 
utter a regrob that some person who hud 
known Sir John M&cdonuld longer and more 
intimately, whose life had mingled with his 
through a greater series of years, and who 
had had a more intimate conneotlon with 
the greater publio questions of the country 
than myself, was not seleoted to deliver tho 
few remarks which I am asked to mako to- 
day. My acquaintance with Sir John Mac- 
donald commenood In 1SS3, not long since, 
as you aee, but it was not until 1S85 that, 
becoming a member of his cabinet, I was 
drown into somewhat intimate relations 
with him, whoro I could obaervo the spirit 
of industry and the power of tho man. and 
where I cume, like most pooplo who weie in 
timately acquainted with him, under his 
personal charm an J kindlineeB of character, 
(Applauoo.) And now, sir, It occurs to me 
to-day to ask the question : What is the 
meaning of thiB vast concourse of people bo 
representative in Its character ? 

Why have wo met to day tbaut this 
memorial Btono ? I venture to answer, if 
you will allow m j , in a negative — nob to bo- 
wail a death, nor deplore a loss, not to 
stand around an open grave waiting to re- 
ceive and cover from us forever the bright- 
ness of tho glance, the genial kindness and 
the charming personality we all loved so 
well. Time was when that was in order. 
Four years ago, when all at once a homelojt 
a head, a political party in the midsb of the 
fray and battlo loBt ita leader, and a, great 
country the ohieftain whose guiding hand it 
had felt and had given way to for a quarter 
of a century and more — then hearts felt 
heavy, eyes dropped tears, and mournero re- 
fused to be comforted. Bub" that day has 
passed and has beon washed In its baptism 
of grief, and wo to-day haste towards the 
gun again with tho full light of hope and 
confidence — (applause) — not to bewail a 
death, bat to commemorate a life ; not to 
count our losses, bub to recount oar gains, 
We raise hero in the city of Montreal one 
more reoord to be added to tho many which 
shall grace the public markeb plaoes of our 
cities from Halifax to Victoria — monuments 
sacred to tho memory of a singularly oharm- 
ing and open Canadian life, aye, and may I 
say a life which, boaidoa dominating the 
peoplo of hiH own country, left its charac- 
teristic impreusion on tho wide interests and 
concerns of the Empire of which he was a 
subject. (Applause.) 

That people is unthinking, ungrateful, 
yes, unhlstoric oven, who forgets to honor 
ita noble dead. Let tho student of history 
cast hia eyo back over tho courao of eventB, 
from the earliest dawn of national life 
through the prehistoric ogoa down all 
through that clour and still growing dearer 
period of hbtory, and he will find that na- 
tional lifo in all ages haB troiBured and hold 
dear tho memory of its departed ones. Can- 
ada to day does not dony history. Even in 
its young years it has felt tho Btrength of 
that feeling and has mudo its conduct square 
with tho fooling ; and although our history 
is comparatively young and recent, yet in 
voibo and in Btory, in bronze and in paint- 
ing, in Btono and in art, there is rising in 
this country to tho memory of its great mon, 
Its warriors and its stuteamon, these memo 
rials of art, these monuments to tho future 
ages, which proclaim us to bo of kin with 
tho wholo world and marching level und 
equal with tho spirit which has dominated 
humanity from tho oui lieat timo down to tho 
present. (Applause. ) Thoao works of art 
in ooimiv morution of tho groat mon of tho 
day eland throughout our country. On tho 
hei«hta of Quebec, Montcalm acrl Wolfe, 
« quiil in bravery und that stronger charac- 
torietlo of tho true aoldier, magnanimity of 
oharactcr - though tho fortunes of war were 
unequal in tho ousa of each — Htuud thoro to 
commumoruto qualities and to commemorate 
events that ahull novor die in Canadian his- 
tory. (Applause.) In the sitter provicoe 
aro Brock's monumont and tho one to tho 
heroes of Lundy's Lano, and bore wo raiso 
tho Btatuos of Carrier und Mucdonuld. These 
uro evidoncoo of tho spirit of which I have 
spokon, and thoy arc promises of what, us 
Canada develops, will bocome more tho rule 
— tho beneficent, tho patriotic, tho nutionol 
rulo for this country to obey. (Appluute ) 

May I usk this vuBt uudienco unothor 
question? What iu the manner of tho man 
whoso lifo and history wo uro to-day mob to 
commomorato '.' I speak the conscience und 
thought of everyone who hears mo whon I 
Buy that tho answer to that cunnot bo given 
according to tho cold and colourless annuls 
of historical estimate, according to the cold 
and almost cunscioncelose code of criticism. 
Wo ore too cIobo to that warm interest and 
personal frlondship which bo many of us felt 
for tho doad Premier und statosmun. Tho 
glucial period hus notyot covered und frozen 
out tbo momory of so gonial a charaoter, and 
tho afiootion which grow up betweon him 
and tho pooplo he holped to govorn. To-doy 
wo mast speak of him us wo know him; in 
aftortimoa and long distune from this men 
may speak of him in coldor terms as one

whom their forefathers had known. To-day 
wo cannot ignoro the friendly interest and 
tho wurmt h und wealth of alTeation which 
spread from the man when he waB living to 
his people, and which has passed uway. 
G •(! grant that the feeling may grow, and 
that very many timesshu.il tho colds of win- 
ter und the bents of summer pues over ua ere 
there fidos from tho Canadian heart 
that affection which so long existed 
bjtweon tho people and tho man whole 
■statue has been erco'ed hero. (Applauao.) 
Sir, I take it to be a fact that the foundation 
of all true greatness is in tho personality of 
j tho mm. Whatever yon may say, no power 
o adventitious oiraunia onoes, no strength of 
mtro enthuslaam, oan mako a man truly 
great, though it may for t» time lifo him in- 
to prominence. 

Other things being rqual, tho groatneas of 
a man will bo in cx»ot propurtion to the 
strength, I ha solidity, and the oharm of Mb 
porBonality and of hie charaoter. In this 
retpeoi what have wo in the life of the man 
whoso memory we commomorato to day ? 
The buala of Sir John Macdonuld's churacter 
and porsorality, 6 a I road it, was thut kind- 
linoaa, gentleness, and helpfulness whioh 
everyono reoognlzod in him, and for whicli 
all instinctively aud at onoo loved tho man. 
It has bsen auitl by critics, and muybo by 
political opponents, that Sir John Muodon- 
ald woe, when it wub necessary, conBclonco- 
leflB and without fooling, und that when 
groat ends were to bs served friendships 
must stand out of tho way. Well, sir, I 
admit this — that many a aturdy, true, 
brave general, when yonder fort had 
to bo stormed und the onemy's pos- 
ition taken r.iust have felt for tho 
friends ho loved boat, for ho know that 
Bhot, grape and ouniator were roady to mow 
thorn down bofore they roaohod tho fort. 
(Applauao ) What I mean to Siy la, groat 
endB domand sacrifioeB, and no stateamon 
hua llvod or will live ec (lowed with tho 
greatest possiblo wealth of personal kindli- 
ness who will not, whon occasion demands, 
says to his heart, which promptB him in ono 
direction, " Bo still," whllo tho really calm 
order of Intellect maps out and carries for- 
ward tho aotlou necessary to complete suc- 
cess. (Applause) 

Sir John Macdonald was true to tho friends 
of his early politioul life. In hia later politi- 
cal life, it ia true, he had many friends, and 
many claims wore made upon him, but tho 
osaenceof his heart and disposition proved 
its fidelity to the principles ho set beforo 
him. Sir John MaodonaUi was responsive ; 
his diBpoaltion, hia heart, hia nature quickly 
found out tho dominant feeling in any aot 
of ciraumatonceB in which he was placed! 
and reaponded to it. Sir John Maodonuld 
wua purpoBefui ; beneuih his velvet 
touch and tho kindly uuuutenanco thoro wub 
a power and steadfastness whon once ho hud 
mapped out hiB puspoae, which ho untiringly 
carriod out with all tho power ho could put 
to it in order to successfully accomplish tho 
end. Ho was optimistic, and it was that 
trait in his character that I loved best of all, 
and it was that wbtch I believe, taking 
several things into conalderution, was of the 
grouteat benefit to thia young and ati uggllng 
country of oura. (Applauao.) His Kindly, 
sunny nature put shadows away fn in him 
Instinctively ; ho saw beyond and ovei them 
wha was possible and aimed for it, and 
auoh was tho power o( hia personality that 
he could inspire hia followers with it. Over 
and above all was the brightness and charm 
he put about it. The optimism of the leader 
reflected itself in the heart and aotion of 
his follower!. More than that, Sir John 
Maodonaid'i nature was of that kind whioh 
was quick to interpret. 

I bave heard of a critic who wrote or 
said : ' You may apeak of Sir John Mao- 
donald as being a great man, but he h&d no 
oreative power. He was not a creator.' 
Mr. Chairman, there is but ono creator, God 
hlmsolf, and the man who will bo groat, and 
the man who Is groat, is great in proportion 
to his power to interpret what God himself 
has creabed, in sentlmont, in feeling, in pos- 
sibility. (Applause.) To lie so olose to tho 
heart of nature that you feel its teachings, 
and are able to voice its yearnings — to got 
so oloaa to Gad that His thoughts permeate 
you, then to chisel them in marble, to paint 
them In colors, to embalm them in pootry, 
and to llvo them out in great and noble 
deeds— oall it creation, or call It qulok and 
close Interpretation— that is it which makes 
men groat, and the capacity to do it is the 
moasuro of the groatneas of a man bo he in 
any walk of life whatsoever. (Applauso. ) 
Now, sir, upon thia charming personality 
was built the superstructure of the 
public life of Sir John Mucdonuld. Tho stu- 
dent of hia life ia sometimes ut a loss to 
know whether it was his personality that 
animated the lifo of Canada until it brought 
it into conbonanco with his own, or whether 
It was the hotter and koener aspirations in 
Canadian life which so brought reaponslvo 
chords from Sir John Muodonold's heart, 
and so acted aa to cull out thoae qualities in 
him. But wo uro on safe ground when wo 
say that for fully twonty-fivo yours tho lifo 
of Sir John Macdonald und the lifo of Cana- 
da uro almost aynonymoue, ono with the 
othor. (Applause.) No instance oan bo 
ahown in contemporary history of whero for 
ao long u period such a truth as that can bo 
Bucceaafully ulbrmed of any groat publio 
man. 

And now, as to tho Bpon of that lifo, it 
was a wide ono. Landing on tho ahoros of 
Canada, to him a new und untried world, ut 
the ourly ago of six years, in 1814 ho wub 
carried upon the shoulders of a triumphant 
electorate in tho old city of Kingston, und 
launohed upon tho first of hia public iife. 
In 1857 he was Prime Minister and chief 
mun In tho Councils of tho united pro- 
vinces. In 1807 ho had just boen the 
muBtor bond in moulding this new young 
Dominion of Canada, und put hia hand then 
upon tho holm of Stato, whoro it etayed, 
with but a ainglo exception of five yours, 
until douth pilsied tho strong hand und 
tho great he..' forevor ceaaod to beat 
In unison vvi u tho puoplo whom ho hud 
governed ao long, und whom he loved bo 
well. (Applauso. ) He gruppled with 
s:iong and difficult questions, The strife of 
creed, the atrlfe of race, tho strife of sec- 
tionalism met him on hia first entrance in- 
to public lifo, and marvelloua tho skill und 
udroit and keen indeed were tho finesse, the 
spirit, with which ho met these difficulties. 
Tho kindly, prudent compromise, and all 
those strong urta und powers of a public 
mun, which, whilo ho pursued his oven way, 
brought tho olomouta in coneonanco with 
himBulf with tho least poB8iblo friction up 
towards the greatest and most successful 
result that was poueiblo. I neod not re- 
count to you these questions. 

After tho united provinces merged with 
the othor provinces into the Dominion of 
Cunudu ho mot a now aot of questions, nioro 
on tho economical plan. Tho dovolopment 
of tho internal communication of tho coun- 
try whioh had loon made a union upon 
paper, and the groat impotUB to tho linoB of 
railway and building of canals, all thoso 
were problemB whioh ho early took hold of 
and which ho moat successfully solved. 
Then came tho great problom of tho devel- 
opment of tho industrial lifo of this country, 
so as to glvo to Canada that basis of labor 
and applied wealth which, whllo it Bhould 
bring the bancfitB of oapital to thiB country, 
Bhould at tho same timo Btiouro tho bcBt pos- 
sible results to labor ; and though there 
may be diffcrenooa of opinion in this

A NOBLB) MONUMENT. 

Tho reader will find in another column the 
speech delivered by the Hon. Mr. Foster at 
tho unveiling ot the statue of Sir John A 
Macdonald in Montreal. Tho citizens of 
Montreal did well to erect a monument in 
their midst in honor of Canada'e greatest 
statesman. It is now four years since Sir 
John Macdonald died. Party prejudices 
and party dislikes, aa far as the old Con- 
servative Loader ie concerned, have almost 
wholly disappeared. Men of all shades of 
political opinion are now ready to bear wit 
neas to Sir John's great qualities as a 
politiaal leader and to acknowledge that 
Canadians owe to him a heavy debt of 
gratitude. It is always very difficult to 
say what would have happened if circum- 
stances wore different from what they 
have been, but wo think it only roason 
able to assert that if Sir John A. Macdonald 
had not lived and worked and boon the man 
that he was there would be to-day no 
Dominion of Canada. Wo do not moan by 
this to assert that Sir John Macdonald alone 
brought about the confederation of tho 
colonies of British America. No man that 
evfr lived could do auah a great and such a 
diihoult work unaided, The idoa we wish 
to convoy is that "John A" possessed the 
peauliar ability and the temperament that 
wero neceeaary to adjuat the conflicting in 
toroats and to harmoni/.o tho discordant ele 
mentB that wore to be brought togothcr 
before the advocates of confederation could 
bogin to work at all effectively. There were 
by his side many able, zealous and patriotic 
men, without whoso uid ho could havo done 
nothing. Kut they, ablo and zealouB aa 
they wero, could have done very little effec- 
tively without Sir John Macdonald'a Booth- 
ing and placating influence. 

It is also safe to Bay that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway owos its existence to Sir John 
Macdonald. There was not another man in 
the Dominion who had the courago to under- 
take that gigantic enterprise or the genius 
tooarryit out to a successful completion, 
When the project was first mooted many of 
the most courageous and the most enterpris- 
ing men in tho Dominion stood aghast at its 
immenaity and wero ready to question tho 
sanity of the man who seriously asked them 
to entertain it). If, then, Sir John Macdon- 
ald had never done anything else for the 
pooplo of Canada than to carry Confodora 
tion and to cauBe tho conatruction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway he deaorveB ua 
handsome a monumeat at their hands aa the 
art of the sculptor can produce. But tho 
hiatory of Canada, faithfully written, will 
show that ho did a groat deal more, 



OUR UNARMED ARMY. 

Tho armamont of tho Canadian militia ia 
tho subjeot of an intereatiug artiolo in tho 
Canadian Magazine for June, contributed 
by Captain Charloa F. Winter, a woll in 
formed officer who, having proved hia worth 
by active sorvico with the Imperial as well 
aa the Dominion forcoB, has boon placed 
upon tho Canadian Spooial List. Ho urges 
the adoption of tho Loo-Motford magazino 
rifle, the now arm of tho British forcoa, and 
givoa data establishing its superiority. 

British Columbia has a Bpeclal intoreat in 
this matter, for in Btrango contraBt to the 
modern artillory to bo mounted at Jisqui 
malt at a coat of about half a million dol 
lara, tho men of tho Canadian garrison uro 
encumbered with a woapon 80 antiquated aa 
to bo utterly uboIoss for modern oflouoivo or 
dofonaivo operations. Aa they will have to 
work sido by aide with tho amall body of 
Imperial Royal Marino Artillery and Royal 
Engineers to bo maintained here, tho volun. 
toor soldiora should bo urmod and equipped 
just as tho regulars aro. 

No doubt tho public lake considorublo 
oomforb from the reports so often hoard of 
romarkublo ollioionoy displayed upon Cana- 
dian rifle ranges and by Canadian markamon 
ab Blaloy, bub tho illusion thua arising can- 
not too soon bo dispellod. These Bharp 



shooters display their skill, not with the 
arm of the foroo they represent, bub with 
Martini-Henry rifles whioh thoy have 
bought or borrowed. A few still praotise, 
and even bake part in loaal competitions, 
with the long Snider, but none are so foolish 
as to waste timo and ammunition in at- 
tempting to hit with tho short Snider— the 

arm " of tho B. C. Oarrieon Artillory. 

Onco a year each member of tho militia is 
supposed to tiro twenty rounde, at distances 
up to four hundred yards, in the " olaBS 
firing " or official praotice Last 
year some of tho companies in Viotoria 
could not complete this praotice becauso it 
was evidently impossible to hit the targets 
except by chance during the wind prevailing 
at that season. To wait for a calm is all 
very woll in timo of peace, but it would 
hat dly do to let an enemy oome up unhurt 
because the wind carried to one side the bul- 
lets intended to stop him. 

Whonever Canada calls for Boldiors for ac- 
tive sorvico it may bo taken for grantod 
that her citizens will fill the ranks imme- 
diately. All the drill required can be very 
quickly learned: but it takes a long timo to 
prccuro arms and ammunition. Ib will not 
do to want until a war cloud appoars be- 
fore obtaining i supply of tho woapons 
which alone are noodod to Becuro this Do- 
minion aguinat any danger with which Bbo 
may bo threatened. 



A GREAT WANT. 

Mr. Balfour, in his addroea before tho 
London Municipal Socioty, hit tho nail on 
tho hoad whon he said : 

Something more ia required than a perfect 
paper constitution for London, and that 
something is the public spirit of the inhub- 
itanta of London. Our brothers aoroas the 
Atlantic, mon of our own race, of our own 
language, of our own laws, and in a large 
measure sharing our own institutions, have, 
as I understand it, by common consent, 
failed in solving this problem ol municipal 
government. And why have they failed '! 
Thoy have nob failed because thoy are mon 
of loss administrative capacity than thoir re- 
lations on this Bide of the Atlantic They 
have failod for another and a very different 
reason. They have failed because thoir beat 
men have refused to throw what they have 
bost into tho work of local goverumont. 

This groat English statesman pointed out 
tho cause of tho failure of municipal govern- 
ment not only in the United States, but 
everywhere oIbo. The weakness is not in 
tho oharters, nor in the laws, nor oven in the 
City Councils ; it is in the people them 
selves. Thoy do not take enough interest 
in civic affairs, and they are not 
careful enough in tho selection of civic 
rulers. Tho difficulty in United States 1 
and Canadian cities ia to get good 
men to offer themselves as candidates for the 
governing bodies, In thia the want of pub- 
Ho spirit ia more conapicuouB than in any- 
thing else. It takea a groab deal of a man's 
time to Borve in tho City Council or on the 
Board of Aldermen. The representative of 
the citizens besides losing his timo haa to 
work hard, and he ia aubjeoted to many an- 
noyances and worriea. A man of business 
has, therefore, to sacrifioe much when 
he consents to become a City Councillor. He 
has to do a groat deal and to auffor a groab 
deal, for small thanks and little pay. It is 
no wonder then that busy men and aolf re 
respecting men are reluctant to becomo can 
didatoB for civic honora. But it ia tho duty 
of capable men to mako tho aucritices 
which ta*king part in city gov 
ernmenb requiroa. Mon of good bus- 
iness ability are greatly needed in 
tho City Couaoil. Tho city cannot bo woll 
govornod without thoir help. Bub thoso 
aro precisely tho men who, in vory many 
oities, cannot be persuaded to offer for soata 
in tho Council, and it ia unploaeanb to have 
to 8ay that aomotimea whon they do offer 
they aro rejoctod. Many of tho electors, 
not Uaing alive to tho importance of having 
tho best mon in tho Council, prefor men 
who have made themselves popular in the 
wards by tho arts of tho demagogue or by 
the exorcise of social virtuos which, thou 
admirable enough, do not help the men 
when elocted to do the business of the city 
in a bminesB-llko way. Ia thoro no euro for 
this carelessness, and apathy, and want of 
public spirit ? Ib evidently has not boon 
found, for although many citizens are ready 
to complain about the way in which tho 
affaire of oitica aro managed, there aro very 
fow mon of standing and ability who aro 
willing to mako tho sacrifices neceaBary to 
en kblo thorn to take an aotivo part in tho 
management. 



AN ORTHODOX FINANCIER. 

Tho General Manager of tho Bank of 
Montreal epoaka vory plainly on tho cur 
roncy quoation. Ho, like ovory othorsenai 
bio Canadian, knows that Canada will bo 
groatly affeotod by tho outcome of tho pres- 
ent curroncy agitation in tho Unitod States. 
H(i diaapprovea of tho unrestricted coinago 
of silver, and ho ia not backward in Baying 
what ho thinks of tho^ advecatos of that 
change. In tho oourro of his address ho 
said : 

In timoB of business depression, aa in 
epidemics, thoro always cornea to the aurfaco 
a crop of cranka and quacka armed with 
speoial noatruma or theories to euro every- 
thing, and the ignorant driven to despera- 
tion aro vory apt to soizo on tho most 
plausible, only to find out lator how deeply 
thny have boon deceivod. Of Buoh is the 
ailver horosy or freo ooinago at proeont 
rampant in tho United Stutes, promoted by 
intoreeted ailvor mine owners, foBtored by 
theorists and domugoguoa, ond accepted by 
a largo number of unthinking farmers, 
laborers, oto., who uro fooling the piuch of 
low prices. I am glud to soo that active 
ond organized efforts aro being tnado at, last 
to atom the rising tide, und I have no doubt 
thoy will bo entirely auccoBaful. These of- 
forta aro forcibly uaaiatod by tho continued 
incroaao in gold production und tho atoudy 
riso in staples without a corresponding rise 
in silvor, refuting some of the chief theorios 
and Btatomonta of tho silver mon. I auw it 
Btutod tho other day that a French writor, 
referring to tho tendency of the Americana 
towards tho adoption of irrational and ex- 
ploded financial theorios, said that God is 
good bo his little children, drunken men and 
tho pooplo of tho United States, or thoy 



would have gone to eternal smash long ere 
this. The silvor question is ono that we, as 
largo lenders in the United States, watch 
very closely, and though wo could proba- 
bly do business thero as profitably on a 
Bilver basis us a gold ono we would like to 
oeo the presont uncertainty removed. 

This orthodox Britiah financier finds it 
difficult to tolerate the American silver 
heretica. It ia not likely that his appro- 
henaiona with regard to the triumph of tho 
advocntea of tho unrestricted coinugo of sil- 
ver will be roalizid. Some of those who 
have been closely watching tho ourronoy agi- 
tation in the Statea are of opinion that tho 
politicians of both sides will be fore long drop 
bhe ailver quoation. They aeo that both Re- 
publicans and Democrats aro divided on tho 
subjeob. Neither can make it a plank of its 
platform without auotaining heavy loaaea, 
and the Bilver men aro nob strong enough to 
form a party of thoir own whioh will 
have any ohance of auccrss. Tho believers 
in a einglo gold standard aro much moro 
numeroua than was suppoaod. Thoy have 
been quiot, bub it is Boon that they are de- 
termined. They will nob allow party pro- 
dilootionB to stand in the way of their ac- 
tion on this ourronoy quoBtion. Thoy will 
not heur of compromise. Thoy are bound 
to have a stable currency and ono that will 
be recognized and reapootod in ovory part 
of the world. They bolievo that tho proa- 
porlty of tho United StutoB dopende upon 
thoir remaining steadfast in their support of 
a gold standard, and thoy are thereforo im- 
movable Tho ailver mon aro tho moro 
noiay und apparently tho moro activo, but 
they are not really working any harder than 
their opponenta. 

ABOUT RIGHT. 

With roferenco to tho Star libel caao, tho 
Montreal Witnoaa suya : 

It seems from tho case of Pelland vs. tho 
Stur that a minister of tho crown speaking 
in public may cruolly slander a man and go 
acatheloas, while u newspaper for simply ro 
porting what heeuysmuy bo heavily mulcted 
in damages. The reason aa givon for thia ia 
that words spoken in .the heat of electoral 
conflict among a man's neighbors are likely 
to do him little harm, while worda published 
to tho wide world in a nowspaper moy do 
him a world of harm and bo preaorved 
against him. This reasoning bus much foroo 
in it when the slander ia uttered by un inBig- 
nifioant person, but a minister of the orown, 
speaking on a political subject, is neceesarlly 
epoaking to the whole country, which has a 
right to know what ministers Bay. Without 
inquiring further into tho caae, we think 
that if tho law doea not protect nowBpupers 
in reporting the political utterances of a 
minister of the orown and hold the minister 
reBponsiblo for tho echo of his words, It is 
timo it did. Wo commend this to tho good 
aonee of parliament now assembled.

The 
outoome will bo watched with interest by 
lumbermen and mill owners ; tho aotion bo- 
ing regurdod by some of them ohif fly in tho 
nature of a teat c-ioo.

tion, to tho youDg of the present generation. 
What are these broad lines and leBaona that 
wo may draw from a roviow, however im- 
porfeot, of the life of Sir John A. Macdonald 1 
The first, air, is the lesaon cf Belf-eacridce, 
Whether he took it as a prinoiple early in 
life, or whother he formulated it to himaelf 
day by day, Sir John's puhllo life, his public 
Buccose, was built directly upon the basis of 
an untiring devotion to the public good of 
this country, and a sinking and abnegation 
of the comforts of self in order to obtain it 
— (hear, hear and applause — and no man 
lives to be groat, and remains to bo oounted 
great, unlets ho baao his lifo on tho prinoiple 
of self abnegation and horoio sacrifice. Think 
of the yoars in which ho labored ; think 
of tho houra in which that brain was 
perplexod, and that heart troubled nigh un- 
to sickness almost, to solve probloms that 
pressed, which if not solvod it would Bcom 
aa if from time to time the very fabrio of 
thia country would dissolve and paas away. 
Think of the years which ho pasted under 
these conditions, denying to himaelf the 
common comforts which a man on a thous 
and doll ura a year, without this sacrifice, 
without thia responsibility, without that 
overpowering burden of work pressed upon 
him, can enjoy in a oountry liko oun. 
Count it all up, sum it up by hia fifty years, 
in the hours that he lived, and get some 
alight appreciation of the enormoua devotion 
and eolf sacrifico whioh the life of Sir John 
Maodonald combined, and which was tho 
baaia of his groat usefulness, and which is 
one of tho strongest claims to greatness that 
he presents to tho people to-day. ( ApplauBe. ) 

Again, sir, no man con look at tho life of 
Sir John Maodonald and fail to see traced 
aoross it, from beginning to end, in broad 
letters, which spoil out thab word which 
needs to be spelled out by too many of us 
yet, whioh noods In its moaning tc be sunk 
into too many hearts yet, whioh in a young 
oountry situated like ours needs this all the 
more — thoso lettorB whioh spell out the word 
toleration. (Applause.) If ever there waB 
a public life in Canada so dominant, ao pow- 
erful, which might have pushed its way with 
volcanic power, and again as well which so 
far took in tho principles of toleration as 
that of Sir John Macdonald, let us have 
that brought forward and submitted to the 
tost. (Applause.) To day, when Borne of 
these questions yet remain to bo set- 
tled ; to-day, when all thiB prejudice 
of race, though it is diminishing, has not 
ontiroly poaaed away ; when all this bigotry 
of creed, which, though mild compared with 
what it whs 50 ycarB ago, haa not yet all 
gone ; let ua in these times, and in these 
circumstances, take to our own hearts, uDd 
apply to our practice, the principles of a 
broad and liberal toleration, which while it 
giveB to every man tho right to worship God 
aB he chooaea, gives to each man the right 
in all humbleneaa and humility to examine 
well tho Bpiings of his own action, and L>9 
Botiatied that between him and his Maker 
there is peace, instead of apending too much 
timo in looking for what is tho weak epot in 
his brother's charactor. (Applause.) 

Sir, the leBaon that is road from rho lifo 
of Sir John Macdonald is theleaaonof unity. 
All through his political oareer, from tho 
time that ho became a power in the uniting 
of tho provinces until his death, unity was 
what ho strove for — the union of the races 
in this country; the union of the ereoda in 
thia country ; the union of the provinces in 
this country ; the union of all sections in 
this country into a higher feeling of patriot- 
ism, which Bhould burn out the differences 
and loave high above thorn all the grand 
central idea thab wo are above all common 
Canadians, and that beyond and abovo 
special interest thore is a country to bo 
proud of, to bo loved, to be worked for, to 
bo died for if necessary ; in the quieter 
walks of public and political lifo, or in those 
more exciting arenas of war and bloodshed, 
but with reference to whioh the quioter one 
of tho two often ombracea tho greater hero- 
lam and calls out the stronger reeourccB. 
And, sir, one lesson more and I have finish- 
ed, and that is the lesson of Imperialism. 
Thut was dominant iu Sir John Macdonald'a 
oharacter. 

His uvory act was a negation of disin- 
tegration. "A Hritish subject I will die. " 
(Applauee.) What was tho negation '/ Of 
tho change of status of this country undor 
tho dominion of any foreign country. Tho 
negation of what? Of tho change cf statuB 
cf this country into an independent power, 
away from and fur aoparutod from Uroat 
Britain. His was tho affirmation of this 
prinoiple, that though ho wus proud to bo a 
Canadian ho still hold on to his right to bo a 
British subject ; that though ho was proud 
and hopeful of tho futuroof Canada, ho yot 
laid claim to hold that firm grasp on to the 
glories cf an Empire and Sovereign that 
dated back a thousand years, a synonym of 
freedom and of affection, and of strength for 
tho priuciploa of right, and that turning from 
the past ho saw a future widor than the 
colony iu which ho lived, and which had no 
hounds but the outormost limits of an 
Kmpire which is world wide iu its power, 
and world wido in its beneficent resulta. 
(Applause.) Shall wo not subscribe to that 
principle of Imperialism ourselves too ? 
Down at Cataraqui now aleepa in the quiet 
graveyard tho precioua duBt of Sir John 
Macdonald. Softly to day tho June (lowers 
aro nodding upon a grave which is miniB- 
tored to by privato lovo and public dovotion. 
But, sir, in Canadian hearts und from Cana- 
dian history, there shall never fado out tho 
memory of his kindly, genial qualities, nor 
the stimulating. Invigorating power of that 
work, that gonuia, that patriotism which 
waa given to his oountry, and whioh in 
being given to hie country waa given to tho 
premier colony of that groat Empire at 
whoso undying altar firos ho prayed and 
watched for moro than half a cautury. (Loud 
clieora.)

THE "PILOT" CASE. 

Another Adjournment of the Charge Against 
the Owner of tho Barge. 

Tho caao brought by tho Dominion govorn 
ment against the owner of the birge Piliit, 
for carrying passengers without u license 
camo up in tho provincial police court yoa 
terday, but waa again adjourned ao tho ous 
tome records of the owuerahip wore not in 
court. 

Goorge Bingham, of tho crow of tho Pilot, 
swore that he was ono of two men who com 
posed tho orew on tho night of March 22, 
when the VeloB was wreckod while towing 
tho Pilot. There wero aboard on tho Pilot 
twenty-threo other men, stono cutters, on 
their way to Haddington and Nt laon iBlands 
TheBo men paid no faros ; there wore no 
furnished cabins ; and tho men had to pro- 
vido thoir own food. It was not tho only 
occasion upon which passengers had boen 
carried. Tho man in cnargo was named 
Muoluro, and was pub thero by tho late F, 
Adams, so witness understood. 

Tho charge was amended to bring it under 
aoction 53 of tho Steamboat Inspection aot 
which provides that no tug boat shall be 
employed to tow any barge having paaaen 
gers on board, unless tho burge has a cor 
titioato to carry pasanngera. 

At thia point Mr. B H. T. Drake, who 
waa conducting tho proaeoution, said that 
he would have to ask for an adjournment, 
eo that the ownerehip of the barge could bo 
provod by tho cuatoma records. 

Mr. Belyea, for tho defence, waa quite 
ready to admit that J. C. Prevost and tho 
late F. Adams wero joint owners at the 
timo of tho alleged offence. 

It waa found, however, that there waa no 
provision in tho statute to allow the admle 
aion of evidenco without actual proof. 

Mr. Bolyea contended that evon if thore 
waa procf of ownership, there whs no caBO 
against hia client, as ibore was no proof 
that Mr. ProvoBt had employed the tug. Aa 
a matter of fact tho barge was not controlled 
by Mr. Provost at this time, bub waa under 
contract to Mr. Adams. He therefore aakod 
that the cnao bo dismissed. 

Mr. Drake in reply argued that ib was not 
necessary to ahow that tho owner employed 
tho tug, but that tho owner of a bargo with 
out a certificate waa liable aa well as tho 
maater of the barge, and tho owner and mas- 
tor of the tug, to pay the ponalty of $200 

Tho cbbo was adjournod till to-day at 
noon. 



FOR PATROL I'TJTY. 

The Wish or the Sealers Will Be Gratified 
and tho " Quadra " Lend Them 
Her Aid. 

Id is quite likoly thab bho Dominion gov 
ernmeno will accuedo to the wishes of sealers 
In granting the Quadra's aervlcoa for patrol 
duty along tho Weat Coast. The matter 
will, however, be definitely decided by a 
belegram expected from Ottawa thia morn 
Ing in answer to one sent yesterday by Col- 
lector Milne. This was sent partially in 
accordance with a potition which the aealers 
presented to Mr. Milne yesterday. The 
Quadra is In strong demand for regular duty 
juBb now, and a ausponsion of her usual 
operations haB baon recommended. Mr 
Milne also received a lebter from Captain 
Laraen oi tho Amorlcan sealing schooner 
Boring Sea, yesterday, giving a flat denial 
to the reports already circulated about that 
vessel's illegal trafficking. The latter stated 
that the eohooner had not been away from 
Seattle since last spring. Captain Laraen 
Baid he had the highest respocb for Canadian 
laws, and sympathized rnuoh with the Can- 
adian Bealers. Ho had hired a man to se- 
curo his Indians, bub in no way to in- 
fringe on British rights. Local sealers 
have now hub a short bimo 
prepare for Bohring eoa and they are in 
danger of tho Siwashca detaining them when 
bhey are in readiness to chip their hunters 
Tho natives are vory cunning and orafty and 
may possibly acb tardily in going to sea, in 
tho hopo of obtaining larger wagoa than 
they have already been engaged for. Thia 
troublo is alwaya exporioncod to a certain 
extent, but would ho tenfold greater than it 
ever haa been if encouragement were offered 
by the competing Amerloan Bealers. That 
lystematio stealing of crews la being carrier 
on, Victoria aealera do not doubt. Yeater 
day the Libblo, Captain Fred. Hockott, and 
tho Victoria, Captain J. McDonald, were 
licensed for their llohring eoa cruiae ; each 
will carry a orow of twonty-fivo IndianB, be- 
sides eight and seven whitea, roapootivoly. 
After securing thoir crowB on tho Coast they 
go direct to Ounalaska for wator, and from 
there enter tho aoa. 

Tho British ahip Thomaa Stephons, with 
coal for tho naval atorekoopor, Eiquimalb, is 
now out 1(19 days from Cardiff and Is daily 
expeotod to arrivo. Tho British bark Sard- 
hana Ib also on routo here from Cardiff, bat 
in only out 74 days.

THIRTY THOUSAND DAMAGES 

I'aid by the Government of Honduras for tho 
Murder of an American. 

New York, June 13, — A special from 
San Juan del Norto, Nicaragua, to tho 
World says : Tho Honduras government 
haB paid to the Unitod States about 5110,000 
in gold in settlement of tho claim of Mrs. 
Renton for tho mnrder of hor husband. 
Charloa VV. Ronton, hiB wifo and their 
niece wont to Browoii's lagoon, Honduras, 
oight yeara ago. Ronton took up a claim 
and in 1891! tho proporty waa valued at S.'ij,- 
000. Ronton had no troublo with tho gov- 
ernment or tho natives until u plantor'a con- 
cern called tho Browor'a Wood and Fro- 
duco Company began oporating in tho 
territory noar tho Ronton plantation. The 
otlicors and omployes of this concern looked 
upon Ronton's plantation with envy and 
soon squatted on part of ib. They Boon be- 
camo murdoroualy aggressive 

In March, 1893, oight men concoalod 
thomsolvoB in a grovo neur tho Renton houso 
and whon Ronton appeared oponod firo on 
him. MrB. Ronton tried to drag her hus- 
band in and a bullot struck hor in tho right 
wriab. In a littlo while, tho eight mon, all 
employed by tho wood and produce com- 
pany, took possession of Renton's Iioubo. 
They dragged tho dying man and one John- 
Bon, who had boon Bhot whilo on a vlsib to 
RcntoD, to nn Indian hut and thero kept 
them undor guard. Thoy deoidod bo do 
away with Ronton. At last aix mon forced 
Mrs. Ronton and hor nioco into a boat and 
pulled off from the boaob. In a few min- 
utes they hoard firing. Ono of her captors 
said flippantly. " There goes Ronton." 

A moaBonger camo to them and told thorn 
that their part In tho death of Ranton waa 
known and further that thore woro Nlcara- 
guan soldiers in the neighborhood. Tho 
party held a consultation and told Mrs. 
Kenton thoy would givo her and her nieao 
three days to cross tho lino into Nicaragua.

THE NEGBO AND THE SOUTH. 

What Is Heine; Done for the Religious Up 
lifting of the Colored Race. 

(From tho Richmond, Ya., Dispatch) 
Dr, A. 15. Dioklnaon writes from Sara, 
toga, N. V., to a friend in thia city. " l^oi 
a wook tho Hip lint anniversary meotings in 
this city have been growing in power and 
numbTS, but tho groateBt epoooh of tho 
week has juot boon mado by Rev. J. 1! 
Hawthorne, I) 1)., pastor of the FirBt Bap- 
tist church, Atlanta, Ga. Hia theme was, 
' Tho Nogro and the South.' Ho pointed 
to what Christian peoplo In tho South did 
for tho religious uplifting ol tho nogro be- 
foro the war, aa ahown in tho faot that in 
1865 thore woro aa many colored Baptists in 
the South aa thore woro whito lUptiats, and 
they all bolonged to the white Baptise 
churchea of tho Bouth, aod recoivod tho 
aame pulpit instruction that tho whites had. 
He alBO pointed to tho millions of dollars 
which aro now raiaod by tho whites of tho 
Sooth to support publio sohools for tho 
nogrocB. In Goorgla, tho whitos own 
$350,000,000 of property, while tho blaoka 
havo only 50,000,000, and yet theBo sumo 
black,) got nearly one half of tho money 
raiBod for public schools in Georgia. 

" For noarly an hour Dr. Hawthorno 
poured forth a flood of oratory which swept 
everything beforo him, und ho closed with 
peals of applause, such aa 1 have rurcly, if 
over, heard. 

"Dr. Hawthorno was preceded in a speeoh 
by a colored woman from Tonnoesoo, in the 
omploy of tho Homo Mission Society, Sho 
undertook to explain tho dilforenco between 
tho whitea of tho South und the whitea of 
tho North. She said : ' In tho South whito 
pooplo will give us work, but thoy will not 
oat with ub. Bub, in tho North, you whitea 
will eut with us, bub you will not lot ua 
work with you. Your trado unions will 
drive a nogro out if ho attempts to get 
work.' "
